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U.S. Plans to 
Launch Venus 
.Ship Sunday

CAPE cANAVwRAL, Fla. (AP)

launch a Mariner 2 spacecraft to- 
ward Venus early Sunday to probe 
secrets of the far-away planet. 


Sometime in a three-hour period 


after midnight, a powerful1 Atlas- 
Agena B rocket is scheduled to 


•roar skyward to start the 447- 


pound gold-and-silver plated pay- 
Joad on an intended 182 million- 
mile trip. 


The Venus shot is the first of 


four major satellite launchings in 
the next five weeks and five more 
before the end of the year planned 
by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 


The other major launchings be- 


w fore Oct. 1, disclosed in a confi- 


dential1 flight schedule listed in an 
NASA booklet called "Pocket Sta- 


. tistics," include the proposed six- 


orbit Mercury satellite flight of 
astronaut 
Walter 
M. 
Schirra, 


planned for late September; a 150- 
pound Relay communications sat- 
ellite, and another Telstar satel- 
lite. 


American Telephone and Tele- 


0 graph Co. is financing the Telstar 


project. Relay, like Telstar, is de- 
signed to orbit between 500 and 
3,000 miles, transmitting commu- 
nications on a global basis. It is 
a NASA satellite built by Radio 
Corp. of America.

pletes a series of tricky midcourse 
maneuvers, it will streak within 
10,000 miles of Venus on Dec. 14
